In visiting an "eagle-nest" farm above 


tbo clouds beside the gloomy Xaero 
Fiord I noticed that the oldest portion 
of the farmer's home a long rambling 
structure -rrhich seemed to have had 
built upun it a new annex for each gen- 
eration or century was by far^be stout- 
est, sturdiest'and v best I questioned 
the farmer as to its age. Ihe family 
legendary memories and finally the fam- 
ily records agreed tbat it must have been 
built sometime in the sixteenth century, 
or perhaps' three hundred and - fifty 
'jears ago. In the Thelemarken dis- 
trict are many quaint old 'wooden mills 
which I found to be from 100 to 2.X) years 
old. In a bonder)* home I visited in tbe 
Trondfijem country, tho low, wide living 
room.-Uround which had been added 
other buger modern apartments and two- 
Btor} high halls, was over 400 )ears old, 
and as perfect from decay in any ot its. 
timbers as tho day it was built; and 
when among tho eaeters ot Romsdal and 
Gudbracsdal heightp. I <sven found sao- 
tei huts, tbo habitations of tbe eaeter 
girls -nho tend the mountain herds in 
summer, which had becn-built from luQ 
to 250 years ago. 


I soon began to notice that it tbe oldest 


portion ot all these structures was not 
the best, >t was still, considering its age, 
incomparably tho best preserved; and 
another curious fact, that such portion 
was "invariably of different construction, 
became apparent. The pine timbers in 
these structural portions of greatest an- 
tiquity were invariably placed on ebd, in 
tho formation of walls, nnd- never laid 
together 
horizontally. This 
ancient 


method of building, I finally learned, is 
what the '-Norse call "reisvark," that is 
raised •work, or "stood-up work," nnd in 
this particular method of building lie* 
theTsecret ot the astounding antiquity "of 
the famous wooden churches ot Norway. 
Every • portion is constructed from Nor- 
wegian pines so ccdAiriDg beyond any 
historically known oak that jt bas with- 
stood Ihe furies' of Norwegian storms, 
tbe rigors of almost Arctic winters and 
again the searching he'nt ot almost tropi- 
cal summers,-' though periods ranging 
from (ivo to eight hundred years. 


The appearance of both theso curious 


old churches anj tho'older class ot mills 
and storehouses would indicate Almost 
an oriental origin. I havo been repeat- 
edly impressed with the quite startling 
similarity. Coming suddenly over some 
lonely mountain path upon a cultivated 
valley, where, 0,3 in the- Thelemarken 
and Ilardanger district^, little Innova- 
tion bos found its way, tho various 
.groups of farm-houses and outbuildings, 
dark and weather-beaten, or here aud 
there newly stained with a kind ot red 
tar much used upon buildings in Norway, 
hB\e_stropgly:Bugpeeted Oriental ft.ni.mS 
ties in color nnd architeclufalTilyle. 


Tho most prominent object in nil these 


huddled structures is always InV farm 
"storhnuf." which rises story above 
story, each upper story projecting be- 
yond tbe one beneath it, like n huge 
pngoda turned bottomsido upward and 
stood upon its roof. Continuous hang- 
ing balconiesof ten extend entirely nround 
each story. Tho quaintest of earring 
of demons' heads and seri>ents often 
ornament every available portion of 
outer 
space; and 
fantastic

woodon horns project from tho corners of 
tho eaves, of seem ready to blare from' 
the peaks of the roof, lo out-of-tho-way 
places water mills of equally curious and. 
nlmost barbaric design will, be found. 
These structures Aro all very ancient; 
but the flattened arches-of the Moors, 
tho peculiar! natural nnd reversed forma 
of tho Chinese pagoda, and thai pro- 
fusion ot grotesque carvings character- 
istic, fn wood and stone, in nil ot the 
roost ancient hamlets of the Mediter- 
ranean countries, reappear in this stern 
northern land with surprising frequency 
and certainty of recognition. 


Tho nncient and tiny pine churches of 


Norway are regarded by travelers as 
among the most interesting curiosities 
ot tho country.' Tbo best "examples are 
those of Borgund, in Lnordal, tho. Hit- 
terdal church, that of Lorn, near And- 
vord, Urn:i>9, beside the Lyster Fiord, 
and-that of Ktdsborg in the Telem'arkon 
district. All those church en are tailed

An interesting pe- 
culiarity of its, interior is that the cen- 
tral tower is supported by wooden col- 
umns ot tremendous height, each one ot 
which is a single tree of Norway pine, 
stripped of its bark, and whoso dimen- 
sions have never been equalled in any 
trcos since found in Norwegian forest* 
Among other curiosities, ot the Hitter- 
dal church is a chair' ot remarkable 
solidity, standing beside tbe altar. Its 
carvings are amazing in their character 
and profusion; and it is pretty well set- 
tled by antiquarians that it w»s made in 
the year 000. 
Tluc leaves'it among tbe 


oldest, if not tbe oldest of, woodeu chairs 
in existence. 
Two facts should be kept 


in -mind regarding these ancient "otave- 
kirker,'1 which certainly adds greatly to 
their antique interest. .No other ma- 
terial but pine has been used in their 
construction or restorations; and every 
ono~waa originally built after the true 
church form. -Each one possesses a nave, 
a chancel and side aisles, usually tran- 
septs giving tho outlines of tbe. Cross, 
and they all stand east and west with 
tho altar nnd apto at the head or east 
end ot the cross.

On. the east bank of tbo Lyster Fiord, 


opposite Solvern, is perched tho lonely 
hamlet of Urnu-3. But a tiny patch ot 
tillable lands surrounds it, and the'n 
come -tho mountains which pierce the 
clouds above.

The pide'beams of the in- 
terior are tremendous'in size and black 
with age.'-'The carvings ara even more 
fanciful and grotesque than at Borgund 
orllitlernl.

curious candelabrum _ever seed, to be 
found here, n rudely wrought tiny Iron 
ship; tho chalice, is SoO-yenraold; beside 
'he altnr bang tie priests' vestments 
dated I Gil; but all these things are com- 
paratively modern* embellishments. , A 
curiosity of earlier date is a huge beam 
across tho chancel to which are yet at- 
tached some rotting pulleys. This was 
the ancient "gabe 8tok,nor pillory, from 
which in-those dear old times many long 
to have returned, naughty children and 
offending parents were strung up in eight 
of tho congregation which had gathered 
for consolation, forgiveness and prayer! 


While the entire agricultural popula-
